Ttie Metallurgical Works at Wroclaw (Wroclawskie Zaklady Metalurgicj^^jRttM 
called Z-6, chiefly manufactures straw-cutting machines, althou^ ft " 
also produces miscellaneous parts and casts for other factories. The 
plant is located on the former site of a German foundry which manufactured 
water pumps and has since been reconstroicted and expanded hy the Poles. 
Until mid-1956 the Z-6 plant mainly manufactured 82 mm. mortar shells; ^ 
' ' it also cooperated with other ammunition factories such as the metal. f s., 
works (Zaklady Metalowe) in Psie Pole. At that time the Z-6 plant made V. 
the changeover to its present civilian production and, in 
plant was shifted from the Jurisd:J.ction of the Central Admini str^^t^J^||g| 
of the Precision Instn-'ments Industry, which was abolished, t(f -j^ha 
Ministry of Machine Industry.^ 

1. The switch to civilian prodTiction red’uced the plant's staff to 800 f’/j 

employees working in a single shift, instead of the previous three shifts 
Nevertheless, to ensujre against further personnel reductions, the Central 
Directorate^ has had to exert every effort to find sufficient work fo^ jiy 
the present labor force. For example, the plant's i^roduction fig^^re 
. fixed at I50 straw-cutting machines per m.onth whereas actual produc-^dh^ 

^ amounts to 18O machines monthly. Furthermore, althoi’^ one luiit 
11,000 zlotys to produce, it is sold for ^,800 zlotys, thus causing 
considerable deficit. ^ ' 

3. The Z-6 plant's straw-cutting machines (mark RS-600), based on a prewar 
Geiman model, are of low quality. In February 1957 the plant began work # 
on another type of machine based on an old b\:t improved German mo4el ' 
(mark SU-l). Three prototypes were manufactured and it was expec^Aj^ 
that e:cperimental production woiild begin in A’ugust 1957 ^ at which timl^^F^^ 
production of the old RS-600 machines woufd cease. However, the produc- 
tion program for 1957 t.as not yet been firmly fixed. All the plant's 
manufactured items are intended for the dom.estic mar ket, but it is hoped 
that the new straw- cutting machines will be exported I

ten 100-ton presses of East German manufacture » These machines, 
now no longer in use, have heen greased and covered. 

h. PR-1, or the Iron Foundry, which includes three old German furnaces 
for iron casts, machines for the mechanical production of casting 
molds, and machines for the cleaning of casts.
